tion of aliens who have entered the United States“il- 

' legally; as well as for the deportation of those who 
have served jail sentences totaling more than eighteen 
months, or more than twelve months for violation of 
the prohibition laws. ; 


Opponents of the bill argued in committee that 
it would open the way to blackmail. That is hard- 
ly ground for serious opposition. A good many of 
our laws assist blackmailers; but blackmail is itself 
a crime punishable by other laws. | 


The assistant commissioner of labor states that 
there are 1,300,000 aliens illegally in the United 
States. Without regard to the merits or demerits of 
our existing immigration laws, an alien in this coun- 
try i'legally in an undesirable, who broke the first 
law he encourtered. He have certain laws respecting 
immigration—and we should enforce them. 


Aliens ‘entering illegally or becoming public 
charges or discovering criminal. propensities before 
‘they have become naturalized, should be sent back 
to where they came from, without more ceremony than | 
is necessary to insure them a fair trial, at which they 
may erect whatever defense the laws entitles them to.
